JUDICIAL PENSIONS 
A new view upon the cost of Judges pensions was presented 
at one of the recent gatherings of voters of Adams County—a 
view never heretofore emphasized. 
It was pointed out that if Judge McPherson is re-elected ho 
has bound himself to accept no pension. 
But assuming that he 
had made no such pledge, he could not possibly receive any pen­ 
sion until after the year 1936. 
At that time, Judge McPherson 
will be 66 years old. He could not reasonably be expected to live 
more I wan 14 years longer. 
During such period of 14 years, he 
could receive, ever, had he not pledged himself to refuse a pen­ 
sion, $3,500 per year or a total of only $49,000. 
On the other hand, George J. Benner has made no pledge not 
to accept any retirement pension. 
He is now approximately 70 
years old. There is every probability that he would retire a short 
time after the opening of the next judicial term of office of ten 
years. 
If such retirement occurred within one year, he would 
receive far the remaining nine years of the original term the 
sum of $7,000.00 each year or a total of $63,000.00. 
In addition, the succeeding judge would also receive the lull 
salary of $7,000 each year for the remaining nine years. 
As a mere business proposition—a matter of dollars and 
cents to the taxpayers of Adams County— it appears that the 
election of George J. Benner would be a most expensive and 
hazardous undertaking, does it not? 
It is unfortunate for tho voters of Adams County that the 
question of pension has been injected into the campaign by the 
opponents of Judge McPherson. 
The pension act is doomed to
